Chicago, June 25.— A special to the "Dally News" from Tientsin says :— "Officers 
arriving at New Chwang from the front say that the battle fought on Thursday at Slment- 
ing, about forty miles east of Kalping, was the hardest blow the Russians have yet 
received. The Russians lost, according to these accounts, 16,000 men killed, wounded, 
missing and prisoners. That the Russian's retreat did not turn into a rout was due to the 
dogged bravery of the men of the Ninth East Siberian Rifle Brigade under Gen. Kondrats- 
vitch, who covered the flying troops, contesting every Inch of the way."

"There has been no further advance 
of the enemy up to 1 o'clock in llio 
artcM'iioon of .luiie 21st. 

"Wlieii a movement of .Tapanese was 
first (rbserved from Khaii/.ia, on the 
southern .Siuyon road towards Kaiidiau 
along the mountainous route from 
Klianzai leading northward to Siaku- 
tung. 

"The Japanese June 22 occupied the 
village of Siandiao, but toward eveoing 
evacuated the place under pressure 
from a detachment ot our vanguard. 

"The cnoiuy concentrated three hnt- 
talions, with six guns and four •squad- 
runs of cavalry, at JIatsiav.iitse, and at 
dawn id' .fune a delachincnt consist- 
ing of a battalion of infantry, two 
guns and two sciuadroiis of cavalry, at- 
tackeil a company of our vanguard 
hivoiuKdung at Siaiuiiao, and forced the 
companies to retire. The Japanese occu- 
pied Black mountain, north of Siaudiao, 
ami also the pass cast of Siandiao on 
the Siakotiing road. 

"'J"ho Itussinns concentrated on tlio 
heights. Four companies with three 
mountain guns wore ordered to move 
from Siakliotung over the pass to Sian- 
diao. The .Jaiianese were dislodged 
from their position by our artillery, and 
our detachment, reinforced, proceeded at 



11 o'clock in the niornin.L: to attack (he 
whole of the enemy's front. The cuemv 
fell back in utter disorder and Siandiao 
WUH rcoccupied at 1 o'clock iu the uftciv- 
noon. Our artillery Ure forced back 
the .iapaiiese, who retired precipitously 
beyond Krlalkaii. 

"Our losses were seven soldiers killed, 
three olUcers and fourteen soldiers 
wounded and one man missing. 'The 
idiicers commanding the detachment 
speak highly of the bravery of our ar- 
tillery. 

"Stuiio Cossack.s on June 2o prepared 
an ambuscade near Liuteiaho, about 
four miles from fcielycluin.g. A Japan- 
ese detachment fell into tlie ambuscade 
and lost fifteen killed or wounded. 

"Sub-Lictit. I'olozoff, of the Jtussian 
force, u-as wounded. At 11 o'clock in 
the inoniing of June tlie Uussiaiia 
exidiauged shots with the enemy's van- 
guard. At about 110(111 the Jtussiaus ad- 
vanced and attacked the Japanese on 
the right Hank, dislodging them from 
several advanced fortitied posts. 

"A Russian detachment at 5 o'clock 
in the afternoon approached the enemy's 
main position and found it occupied by 
three regiments of infantry vvitli three 
guns. The Russians held their iiosition 
until 9 o'clock, not attacking the Jajian- 
ese because of the .lapauese superior 
force. (Jur men then retired in jier- 
fecl order towards Saimatsze. Our 
losses are not yet known. 

"'The town of Kwayasian has been 
evacuated by the enemy."

Liaoyang, Jane 2(!.— The armies of

the Cossacks were unable to remove 
seven wounded men nnd they were all 
slaughtered before the eyes of their com- 
rades.

(lerman was looked on as piobabl.v half 
(■i\-ilizeil iiiiil ci.M'taiiiiy inferior. It was 
liiszt and lirahnis who, liy opi'iiini; tlie 
world lo the innsio of lluiii;ary, diil 
much to show the absurdiry of such 
division, at about the same time as 
the inusic of Russia was winuinK a 
plttcc for itself among tlie rospoctablu 
thinirs of art, Dvorak, with his 
"KhuiBP nils Mnhren." closely follov.-ed 
by his "Slavonic Dnnoos," did for Ids 
niitivp Bohemia what liad lieen done 
for other Slavonic countries. The work 
lind hopu hegun before liiui by Smet- 
nnn, hnt the mipil became famous be- 
fore his master. 

A HARD STRUGGLE. 

It was tlie "KlnuKo aiTs Mnhren" 
which attracted the attention of 
Brahms, and sccureil for Dvnia!;, at

But in truth the stru;jr;?le liail been 
a hard one. The son of a butcher at 
Xohihozoves or Mulilliauscn. near Kra- 
lup, he had been rtcstined for his 
father's business, and ills first efforts 
hnd been ntndo under the tno.st di.scou'-- 
ajrinf; comlitious. It Is said tliat his 
first orclipslral work — a Polka comnos- 
eil for the edificatioti o|^ Ids family— 
resullcil ill the most oxcrncintiii!; dis- 
i iiids heraiiso he diil no|. at the tini- , 
l:iiow lios to wi-ilc for Ilie Iraiispos- 
iiii.' i usl ruiiioiit s. 'Pbat this should 
have happeiioil to him who w.-i;^ almost 
a fanatical worsliippor of euphony, in- 
deed almost looks like one of li(e-s 



above all, his "Stabat Mater," which 
posterity will probably call his great- 
est work. Its singular beauty and ele- 
vation of feeling seems to be among 
those things wdiicli belong to all time. 
It i.s not in any sense Bohemian, but 
breathes the very spirit of the great 
epoch of Italian music; and it shows 
complete mastery of all modern re- 
source. His two other importaiiti 
sacred works are the "lieipiiem," coni- 
jiosed for the Hirniiii^'liani l'\'Stiviil of 
ISlll, anil the "St. Ludniilla," composed 
for the Leeds Festival of lUSt*. It was 
•not one of his most successful works 
for he had striven too hard to repro- 
iluce the Meiidelssohnian and Ilan- 
dolian nietliotls of thonsht and expres- 
sion to which— not altogether unrea- 
siMmhl.v— he believed tlio British publii! 
to be wedded. He had great versatil- 
ity and adaptability; but he was not 
like Saiut-Sacns, who can sit ilowii and 
write in any style willmiii seiuning to 
lose flexibility or iiiiliviilnality. 

There is a' iiallietic inten-st iiltac'li- 
iim- to "."^t. l.mlinilla." for it was the 
last work which ho conducted only a 
wi'ck or two au'o at the .N'aiiiiiial I'l'sti- 
\al at rrairue. 

'I'lie ■ ..I'lpiiem" is not (ui the same 
■liiriiual level as the "Stabat Mater." 
but it is full of licantips of melody and 
liappy touches of orchestration. But 
it is inclined to bo a little over-sweet, 
its point of view is more than that of 
the average mall, and it suggests no 
new tlioiiglits to the hearer. The same 
criticism applies more or less to "The 
Spectre's Bride," also a work written 
for an Kiiglish l'"'estival. This, too, is 
full of charm and bciiuty, and has or- 
idicslral devices which were starllingly 
fresh and new at the time of their 
birth. But it is a musical embodiment 
of the pictorial rather than the spirit- 
ual siilo of the legend. 

.\ N " t'X IXTELLKCTl' A 1.." 
It is this cliaracleristic which has 
led some critics to call him an "uninlel- 
lectual" musician. In om? sense that 
epithet is, of I'ourso, absurd, as apiilied 
to any composer, because the man who 
can compose even a bad piece of music 
must have somo iutellect; but iu tho 



sense that Dvorak's music does not 
stimulate thou.ght- its in their widely 
dilTcrciit ways Brahms and ^Vagner 
do — and seems to have no special rel.i- 
tion to the culture of the day— as JIo- 
zart and Beethoven undoubtedly hail— 
I lie epithet moy be annlied to him. I',ut 
if so, he is iu good company, lor the 
inventor of the division of composers 
into "intellectual" and "unintellectunr' 
considers Schubert the chief of tho iin- 
iiil elleetlials. 

He had, indeed, much in common 
with Schubert— the apparently iiio.^- 
haustible flow of melody, tho passionate 
love of heaiity for its own sake, the oc- 
casional lack of concentration and ten- 
dency to deviate into episodes, and, 
lastly, ill the music of neither can one 
lind traces that the intellectual iiiovo- 
nients of the hour affected tliciii, 
LAST DAYS. 
The last epoch of Dvorak's career be- 
gan in 1,S!I2, when he went to aecoiit 
the jiost of president of the newly-foiind- 
eil New York Conservatoire. AViiile 
there he conceived the idea of attempt- 
ing to form a National School of Amer- 
ican Music, foiiiidi'il on the tunes of 
the Negroes. The result of this is 
found ill the ever-weh-ome Sympliouy 
"I'lom the New World," and the ai- 
mosr cipmlly well-known Negro Quar- 
tets and (liiintets. They are delight- 
ful works, bill whether they will ludp

fill about this ho makes it his business 



to stop while the work is done. If the 
life ot the loentiou jjoes on satisfactorily

(.'oniiiareil with the street the atmos- 
phere IS fresh and sweet. This is due 
to absolute cleanliness and a thorough 
daily use of disiiueelaiits uud deodo- 
risers. Chow is served out twice a day, 
at !) a. ui. and 5 p. m., uud the coolies 
never lived so well before, An iilmii- 
dant supply of ve.Lretuhles, lish, riee, 
pork, and meat is always on band. Tlie 
eoolies sleej) for the ;.'reater part of the 
day, a furtlier proof of ^'olld leediiiK, lor 
hiiiiKry men ilo not sleep well. 

The iiuariers are ivery bit as (dean 
and laiiaeious as the barracks in lOiit;- 
laiiil ill wliieli I lie Yeoimiiiry were lious- 
ed diiriin; the early part of the war. 
The Moors are kept iu good order, .uild 
the eoolie is uot- Mlowcd to hftvc any 
iiiiiieiessary trousseau lyiujr about. 
lO.ieh maii lias a rush mat to sleep on, 
and each man. moreover, is (•iinipelled 
to keep himself idean. 1 havi' bo.-iriled 
at a doss house in Seven liials, and if 
auv l';n;;lislinian wishes to liiid fault 
with those coolies here, he had better 
look after the leneiiieins in .Seven IJi.ils 
lirst.
